He parsed 
away peacefully in the ptesenue of 
his family. Mr. Ltd H. I'uryear, bis 
brother, Dr. Kubanks and one or two 
others, never having DCM conscious 
after tbe discharge of the pistol. 

The startling newx.f the urn \pe.-t- 
ed deed llashrd over the otty in a re- 
markably short tnc . and cMt a pall 
of gloom over MMjthtag whMMM it 
was heard.

Tbe Louisville Post's Washington 
correspondent says yesterday in a spe- 
cial to the Post: 

The implication made iu a number 
of papers tins moruing that the pres- 
ident is weakeuing in his policy, is 
dteply, even bitterly resented by the 
memlHrs of the administration. Some 
of these papers po nt to the wilh- 
< -awal of the Texas and Massachu- 
setts from the vicinity of Cuba as in- 
dicative of weakness on the part of 
the chief executive. 

The fact of the mailer is that tl is 
move to form another squat' on iin- 
ies just the cotitraiy, nnd even in- 
dicates that the administration fears 
that a campaign of de.'eusc is mev- 
ilabl*. 

1 have been through all the depari- 
ments this morning and talked with 
nearly every public man who entered 
the while bouse, lusted of finding 
any anxieiy, there is a perceptible 
nervousness over the situation as it 
reveals itself .oday. Moreover tbe 
tleet at Key West has not beeu weak- 
ened numerically ; in fact, in point of 
numbers it has been strengthened. 
The formation of the new sipiadrou 
at Hampton roads will be followed by 
the assembling of another at New 
York in the near future. 

This program was decided upon a 
week ago, so Mr. BoMMtH said this 
morning, for strategic purposes. Not 
only was it necessary to afford ample 
protection to tbe city of Washington, 
but to U« prepared for any MMDMW 
ed attack on the part of Spain. The 
sipiadron at Hampton Roads is iu 
thirty-six hours' run of Havana and 
in easy distance from New York. 
With another sipiadrou at New York 
the entire coast of the l ulled States 
w*ll be under survcllancc.

Dean C. Woicealer, of the I niversity 
of Mil Ingan, who ha* twice visited 
the 1'hilippine islands in the interest 
of science, says that people here aie 
unwilling to believe the things said 
about the Spanish treatment of the 

uhans Thev si mi too abhorrent 
Hut if they could spp'ei iale that the 
outrages in Cuba dwarf those of Ar- 
menia they would have stopped them 
long ago. Said he: 

• For two years and a half I was in 
close contact with oflie alsof Spain iu 
the I'liilippinc islands aud witnessed 
the ahusea of the government. Weyler 
was at the time Governor-General. 
HI* salary for the time he was 111 the 
islands was 150,000. tint it is posi- 
tively known that he placed » 1 .'i00,- 
000 to his credit in the bank* of 
I'aris and LoaxlM at the end of that 
time. He organized a campaign 
against the Moros simply that he 
might become ftohl marshal by com- 
manding a certain number of men, 
whom he sent into the jungles, where 
HO |>er cent, of them died. At the 
time he was sailing around the coast.
